French Army Presses Hard On the Enemy De­

British forces struck the Germans over a front of approximately 
ten miles on the line southwest of Arras at dawn this morning. 
Ac­ 
cording to meager details received from the scene of the new assault 
the British have advanced from two to three miles and have captured 
the towns of Moyenneville, Courcelles, Achiet-ie Petit and Beaucourt- 
sur-Ancre, and have reached the town of Achiet-ie-Grand. 
The assault 
was begun under cover of a mist, which materially affected the British 
in their advance. 
There was a very brief artillery preparation and 
it would appear the plan of attack was similar
